REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for considering the reference cited with the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed November 2, 2005. 
Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-4 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly 
being indefinite due to the term "open/close device." Applicants have amended these claims in a 
non-limiting manner to eliminate the term "open/close device." Since the claims were amended 
in a non-limiting manner to provide clarification, estoppel is not implicated. 

Applicants respectfully request that the § 1 12 rejection of claims 1-4 be withdrawn. 

Claim 1 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by JP 
S56-59170 to Kazuhiro ("Kazuhiro"). Applicants have amended claim 1 to incorporate the 
features of claim 5. The Examiner indicates that claim 5, which ultimately depends from claim 
1, contains patentable subject matter. 

Since amended claim 1 contains the patentable subject matter of claim 5, claim 1 is 
patentable over the prior art. Claims 2-4, which depend from independent claim 1 , are patentable 
at least by virtue of their dependency. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 5 and 6 contain allowable 
subject matter. However, since the features of claim 5 have been incorporated into claim 1 as 
noted above, Applicants hereby cancel claims 5 and 6 without prejudice or disclaimer.
